Yet, he had a great sense of 
humor and a constant twinkle in , 
his eye. , -& 

He ran a - gas station' in 
Kenosha in the 1920s, 30*8, 40's, 
50's and 60's. It wasn't easy. 
During the depression years he 
had to borrow a few coins to 
make change in. case someone 
wanted less than a dollar's 
worth of gas. . , 

Later, things got better andr 
his four oldest sons gradually, 
came into his business. They 
never made much money be- 
cause they usually wouldn't let 
friends pay for their time and 
talents. But year after year they 
sold more gas and did more 
business than any other Sinclair 
station in Wisconsin. 

At the age of 65 he retired and 
turned the business over to his 
sons. Then, for the next 17 years 
he was the first one there every 
morning, putting the key in the 
door to open his gas station at 8 
a.m. 

This, of course, kept him 
vital. 

He and his son, George, who 
was very much like him, were 
constant 1 fans of the Chicago 
White Sox. Nothing all of us Cub 
fans would do could sway them. 

Thanks to the miracle of 
television, in recent years when 
he couldn't drive to Comiskey 
Park; he could watch his White 
Sox on TV. And he could enjoy

Government paperwork is 
adding an extra 50 cents to the 
ji cost of the average prescription 
. of Eli Lilly and Co. medicine, 
the Lilly board chairman says,

year, according to Richard D. 
Wood, board chajrman and 
chief executive officer of the 
pharmaceutical company. Mr. 
Wood told a hearing of the
